RUSSIA. 

Anthrax among skin handlers at Libau — No new cases. 

Consul Bornholdt at Riga reports, April 21, that no new cases of 
anthrax had been reported from Libau, and that the cases reported 
April 11 were recovering. Of the 15 workmen employed in the ware- 
house in which the outbreak occurred 3 were attacked by the disease. 
The remaining 12 have been thoroughly disinfected and are now iso- 
lated in the town hospital under strict observation. 

VENEZUELA. 

Report from. La Guaira — Danger of transmission of smallpox from 
Trinidad to Porto Rico. 

Consul Goldschmidt reports, April 24, as follows: There are reported 
to be 1,200 cases of smallpox at Trinidad, which are mostly not isolated. 

The port authorities here do not quarantine vessels or passengers 
arriving from there. That there is danger of the disease being brought 
here is evident, and further danger of its introduction into Porto Rico 
by passengers who may arrive from Trinidad and sail under short stay 
to Porto Rican ports. 

The danger to American ports is less owing to the distance and 
time required for trips, when the disease would probably show itself.
